The controversy between the railroad employers' 


ind the railroad labor unions is not of mere academic 
interest to the general public. IT touches directly or 
indirectly the welfare of every citizen in the Unned 
States. It involves broad principle-* of business man-1 
agement, government oversight and that duty by which ' 
the servant shall make himself w orthy of his" hire. 


To a large extent, the revival of prosperity depends 


upon whether the dispute is settled amicably or is allow- 
ed to develop into one of our imitations of'civil war. 


Last year the railroads reeeh ed permission to make 


one of the largest increases of rates upon record. For a 
while it looked as if the carrier-- had come to the end of 
their troubles. But recently the interstate commerce 
commission issued figures which tell quite a different 
iand of story. The operating expenses in 1920 absorbed 
93,59 per cent of the operating revenues. The year be- 
fore the percentage had been 85.25. The arnings of 1920 
were $62.254,421, as compared with $516.290.090 in 1919.' 
: ~ The railroad executives insist that the bad showing 
is due entirely to an excessive wage scale. The labor 
item, they declare, has come to be by far the most mi- i 
portant item in all shipping charges. Certain examples 
recited should be of interest. Three years ago. the rate> 
for transporting one hundred pounds of shoes from Bos-' 
ton to Philadelphia was 37 cents. Today the labor cost 
of such a shipment is 37 cents. The rate on live stock j 
from Missoula, Mont, to Chicago usefi to be 48 cents for 
100 pounds. ^ It is now 73.5 cents, of which labor takes 
36.7, which is 11 cents more than the increase obtained. 
One increase upon southern lumber anmiouiited to 11.5 
cents. At the same time, the labor cost ran UD to 15 
cents. 


Answering the executives, spokesmen of the Bro-, 


thgrhoods declare that railroad management is flagrant- 
ly inefficient. Better system, better equipment, the elim-, 
illation of wastes—it is their contention—would allow i 
the companies to pay higher wages than they now pay 
and still leave them handsome earnings for interest, 
taxes and dividends. The argument, while possibly 
eound in certain regards, has its flaws. For it is a matter 
very well known to the public that some of the inemc-j 
iency, some of the waste, can be charged to the Brother-' 
hoods. For instance, the tight for full crew legislation, 
started a long time ago, still continues in states which, 
have shied away from the movement. Though the legis- 
lation may tend to promote safety, that is not the thing 
about it which the workers have been after. It is a de- 
vice which increases employment. Necessarily, the 
wage cost for the companies is increased. Some of the 
requests which pursue their course from grievance hear- 
ings up to the deciding authorities scarcely indicate that 
employes are as desirous of efficiency as their spokesmen 
might lead one to believe. We recall an illustration. A 
small branch line lost business through falling off in the 
business of the industries it supplied with service. A 
train was taken off. Employes went before a board to I 
get the train restored because its elimination had put j 
them to an inr-om enience in their living arrangements.
